Hon, Mr, Connell, of Decatur, who has aptly 
been dubbed the “little joker,’’ the author of the 
bechelor bill in the house, says that the little fun 
that the members had over his bill did not occus 
py the yaluable time of the house ‘more than ten 
minutes.’ Letussee. Mr, Connell drew up the 
bill, consuming valuable time for whichhe re 
ceives four dollars per day, and ought to have 


been Gevoted to matters of importance to the people 
o1 Géorgie. He introduced the bill and it was read 
before the house, occupying the attention of that 
body at least ten minutes of a three hours’ ses- 
sien, at the rate of $1,500, Several members made 
brief speeches, and it was suggested to refer it to 
varicus committces, and was finally referred to 
the finance committee. If the finance committee 
did its duty, the bill was discussed in the com- 
mittee room, to what extent is not known, but 
live or ten minutes is probably as shorta time as 
the question could have occupied to have been 
copvsidered at ail. The bill must have been 
reported favorably by the committee, 
for it was read the second time 
before the house. ln the meantime a caucus was 
heid by the members, which lasted two hours or 
more, at which numerous witty speeches were 
made, bogus messages from the president and 
goverror read and various amendments proposed 
~ all which timesrhould have been devoted to the 
jnierests ofthe state! Upon the call ofthe bill for 
the third rending, Mr. Connell requested that he 
be permitted to withdraw the bill, asali the ‘'fun”’ 
for which it was introduced had been realized. 
This occasioned a debate which must have occn- 
pied a half hour of a three hours’ session at $1 500! 
One of the excuses for only three hour sessious 
per day is that the committees must be allowed 
time for considering the bills submitted to them 
in the committee room, The caucus lasted two 
hours or longer, and at the least calculation, the 
time of the huuse was occupied one hour, or one 
third of one day, to say nothing of Mr. Connell's 
question of privilege, in which he took occasion 
to villify and defame the character of a private 
citizen, Therefore the cost to the tax payers was 
at icast One-third of $1,500 minus the cost of the 
renate, which, estimated at about $900 per day, 
lea ves $400 as the cost of Mr, Connell’s funny bill 
to tex bachelors!

During the 
war decade, from 1860 to 1870, it moved 
norihwes‘:ward, but this has been the only ex- 
ception. It must be recollected, too, that the 
south: hes sent hundreds of thousands to the 
west and northwest, but even with this drain 
such states as Arkaneas and Texas within the 
past five years have equalicd and surpassed in 
growth cf population such states as Minne- 
suta. Olid and well settled states like Vir- 
gipie, the Carolinas and Georgia show a-rapid 
ipcreese. Even without immigration the 
south would hoid her population because 
her families are so much larger and more 
protifc.

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JUSTICB TO A RAILROAD. 

We made brief reference in these columns 
fFaturday tothe claims which the Marietta 
and North Georgia railroad has on the general 
aesembly. The history of the road shows that 
at every step in its career it has deserved and 
received ihe fostering careof thestate. Puab- 
lic sentiment was so strong in this direction 
thateven the constitutional convention of 
1877, though tbat body wasintent on checking 
state sid, so-called, and in bringing railroad 
corporatiens within the control of the state, 
went out of its way to except the Marie:ta 
and North Georgia road from any influence 
that might be based on the results of its de- 
liberations. The convention, by ordinance 
made thisstatement: ‘Be it ordained by the 
people of Georgia, in convention assembled, 
anc it is hereby ordained by authority of the 
fame, that nothing contained in this consti- 
tution shall be so construed as to interfere 
with the aid or Joen-crantedtothe Marietta 
and North Georgia railroad company by act 
of the general assembly passed in 1877,” 

The same interest in the road was mani- 
fested by the legislature, the supreme court 
and the ¢«xecuiive department. Under an act 
of the Jeg'slature, convicts were employed to 
consiruct the Marietta and North Georgia 
road...>‘l-these convicts were still held and 
~~ Mie§ in 1876 when the lease act became a 
Jaw. In passing the lease act, the legislature 
did not fail to provide for the interest of this 
road, The act requires the governor to fur- 
nieh to the directors of the road two hun- 
dred and fifty convicts, without charge, for 
the space of three years; but this provision of 
the act was never carried out. The road was 
never able to obtain the full number of cona- 
wicts provided for in the law. 

In 1877, another sct passed by the logisla- 
ture anthorized the state to loan the Marietta 
and North Georgia railroad company the net 
proceeds of the hire of the convicts, or so 
much therof as might be epplied for. This 
money was to be used to partly pay the ex- 
penses of the convicts employed by the com- 
pany. o 
Asifthis wes not enqugh, the general as- 

sembly of 1878 9 passed a joint resolution 
which, ip,terms, instructs the principal kaep- 
er of the penitentiary “‘to furnish to the Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia railroad company 
two hundred and fifty convicts, including the 
able-bodied convicts they already have com- 
pe‘ent to labor on a railroad,.’’ These con- 
vicits, accordirg to the resolution, were to be 
furnished whenever the company gave such 
bond as may be required by law, ifa bond 
bed not already been given; and 
the convicis were ‘‘to ba worked by said rail- 
road Company exclusively for the benefit of 
the said road, as is provided under the act of 
1876,” 

In 1880 at the February term, the suprame 
court,in a unanimously signed decision, 
construed the legislation, in behalf of the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad, to mean 
that ihe Jegislature intended to grant the 
road “the right to the services of two hun- 
dred and fifty convicts for three years or 
longer, if necessary to complete the grading 
of the road.’’ At the Sepiember term of the 
game year the supreme court unanimously 
decided that its first decision was not the 
subject of review. 

After all this road became involved, and 
bad no credit to carry on the work. For the 
state to have seized the road would have 
been serious to her own interests. Under 
there ci:cumstances the managers of the 
road opened negotiations with a company of 
eastern capitalists. The agent of these capi- 
talisis was brought before the executive, the 
situation was reviewed, and the governor had 
no hesitation in assuring al! concerned that 
the right of the road to the two hundred and 
fifty convicts until the North Carolina line 
Was reached, was finally and. conclusively 
settled. 

On the faith of these assurances the eastern 

| through their agent, took charge 
of the road and proceeded with the work. 


His company completed it to Ellijay, and 
‘was preparing to carry on the work, when 
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and atiorney’s fees, besides the loss of the 
Jabor of two hundred and fifty convicts 
guaranteed them by the repeated acts of the 
legislatrre. 

This was a blow at the road. The capital- 
ists who had it in hand abandoned the pros- 
ecution of the work, and ere now asking the 
legislature for such relief as, under the cir- 
cumstances, seems to be equitable, The 
legislature is simply asked to carry out the 
promises made. The good faith of the state 
is involyed. Every consideration of hon- 
esty and justice should urge the general 
assembly to look carefullyinto the equities 
of this case. 


GERMANY AND CUBA. 

The statement in Sunday’s telegrams to the 
effect that Bismarck is seeking an opportuni- 
ty to seize the island of Caba should be taken 
with several grains of allowance. If the Ger- 
man chancellor is the ninny these telegrams 
make him out to be, a great change has sud- 
denly come over the spirit of hisdreams, He 
bas hitherto been regarded asa very sagacious 
statetman, but if it can be true that he has 
developed a plan for the purpose of annexing 
Cuba, the result will show that he is in the 
palsied dotege of his diplomatic career. 

It isa very funny programme altogether, 
aral it would be unjast to Bismarck not to 
discredit the source that gives it to the pubd- 
lic. No sensible person—not even a king- 
loving foreigner—would be foolish enough to 
suppose that the United States government 
has any desire to acquire the Phillippine 
islancs; and, even if it were otherwise, it is 
not to be supposed that the American repub- 
lic would consult the pleseure of any of the 
effete monarchies of the old world, least of all 
Germany. 

The suggestion that the pretensions of Ger- 
many in the matter of annexing Cuba are to 
receive the sympathy of the ‘‘western Amer- 
ican suger interests” appears to be peculiarly 
Bismarckian in its humor. The western 
sugar interest, we should imagine, is hardly 
so powerful as the weak whisky ring, and the 
sympatby Germany receives from that quar- 
ter wouldn’t sweeten a cup of black coffee. 

No; if Bismarck and his boss want Cabs, 
they will have to fight for it, and they will 
have to fight Uncie Sim to boot. We need 
not say that the interests of Uncle Sim arein 
remarkably good hands just now, which is 
more than could have been said several 
months sgo; and, if the necessity arises, Bis- 
marck and his sympathizers will be taught 
that it will not pay for imperialism, or the 
one-man power, to be cutting up auy oilen- 
sive capers on the American coast. When 
Cuba changes hands the island will becomea 
part c{ the United States,

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ECHOES FROM THS PEOPLE. 


How the Days Were Named, 

Eubseriber, Orlando. Fla.: How did the days 
receive their present Dames? 

The &axorspamed the days after their idols. 
As they devoted the first day of the week espec- 
lally to the worship of the sun, they called the 
day Sun doeg, orSunday, as we have it, Their 
idol, intended to personate the sun, had the bust 
ofaman, aud held with outstretched arms a fiary 
wheel before his breast. The whole aspect was 
very fierce, and the figure was placed on a lofty 
pedestsl, so as to be seen at a great distance. 

The second day, being set apart for the worship 
of the moon, they called Moons doeg, or Moonday, 
now Monday. The idol by which they represent 
ed the moon was in the form of a woman, with 
very long ears. She was clothed in ashor} dress 
and bhocd and held ihe moon in her hand. 

They had also an idol named Tuises, who was at 
first worshipped as the father of ihe Teutonic race, 
but later ss the son of the earth. He was repre- 
sentcd as a venerable sage, with mild countenance, 
and was clothed in the skin of some animal, and 
held a scept.rin his right hand. To this god the 
Sexons dediceted the third day, calling it Taisco 
doer, which we have graduelly softened down to 
Tuesday. 

The name cf the fourth day was Wodens doog, 
whence we derive cur Wednesday. Woden or 
Odin westhe supreme god of the Norsemen, or 
men cf the north, of whom the Saxons were a part, 
and theifemythology is chiefly made upof the 
wonderful feats of this favorite idol. His image 
was of flerce, warlike aspect, and he held a huge 
sword in his righi hand, which was uplified as if 
ready to strike cown his foes. 

VW occn’s eldest fOD Was Thor, who, next to his 
parents, Was esteemed as the greate-t of gods, both 
ty the Saxons and Danes. In appearance he isthe 
most distinguished of all their idols, and is repre- 
sented as teated on a throne with a royal sceptre 
in his band and his head adorned withe goiden 
crown, in which are set twelve brightly gleaming 
stars, The fifth day was devoted to his worship 
and thence called Thor’se doeg or Thursday, 

Friday, or Frige’s doeg, derives its name trom 
Frige, the wife of Woden and the mother o! Thor, 
Sbe, like her bus band and son, was a favorite wit 
ellthe Norsemen, and the diferent claus vied with 
tach other in making the most costly sacrifices to 
her. She was represented with a swordin her 
r gbt band and a bow iu her left, the frst for cen- 
quert, second for defense. 

The taxotis dedicated the seventh or last day of 
the week, to Seaeer or Saterne, calling it Seater’s 
Getg, or Saturday, as we now express it. This 
idol was shown with a lean face and figure, his 
head uncovered, and bis garment gict about the 
waist, thussymbolizing the binding together of 
the seven days; while the whee! iu one hand, and 
the pail of fruits and flowers in the other, are 
supposed to represent, the former the passage of 
time, and the latter resu)ts of the week's labor.

THE LOST STATE. 


SOME HISTORY ABOUT THE ‘STATS 
OF FRANKLIN,”’ 


Memorials of Boone and Davy Crockett— 4180 of Bx~ 
President Johnson—The Betrayer of General 
Jobn Morgan—A Trio of Notable Local 
Characters—An Intereating Story. 


GREEKVILLE, Tenn., August 29.—[Special.}— 
This isa quaint and historic old village. If it 
could be transported to a world’s fair, roofed in 
and placed under the charge of a capable busi- 
ness mavager, it would prove a most profitable 
aud popular museum, Almost every block of 
ground within its corporate limits is redolent 
with memories of events of national interest or 
im portance. 

ITs CENTENNIAL YHAR. 

The town of Greenville was laid off in the 
year 1785, and was promptly settled by 
a band ef hardy and progressive pioneers 
from North Carolina They came down the Nola- 
chucky river prospecting, and upon the edge ofa 
vast canebrake discovereda bold and beautiful 
spring swelling from a bed of solid rock. Around 
this splendid spring and upon the inclines and 
summit of the adjacent knolls they platted the 
new town and named it in honor of General 
Greene, of revolutionary fame, The settlement 
of the town, it will be noted, was only two years 
after the cessation of the war of the revolution. 
The country now called Fast Tennessee was then 
the ‘Washington district’”’ of North Carolina, 
and was, at the time, under the operation ofan 
act of cession of the United States from the 
mother state. But the brave and independent 
pioneers, thesonsof the men who promulgated 
the Mecklenburg ‘declaration of independence,”’ 
were not pleased with this manner of disinheri- 
tance and of gilt to the general government. They 
resolved, as a relief from their chaotic condition, 
to ¢stablish a commonwealth unto themselvea, 
and to rely upon their own wisdom and regpurces 
for juternal prosperity and protection 
sgainst their Indian enemies. 
Thus was born that ill-fated and and now almost 
forgotten 

“STATE OF FRANKLIN,’’ 

How few people of the present day know that 
such a ‘state’ ever existcd within the jurisdic 
tion of the United States of America? And few- 
er Stil] are those who are familiar with its auspl- 
cious birth, ite struggles for existence and its un- 
timely death from what might be properly called 
‘“nolitical cholera infantum.’’ Under the leader- 
ship of Jobn Sevier and his colleagues, of King’s 
Mountain battle fame, the scheme of the new 
state was formulated at Jonesborough, in the 
winter cf 1784anda convention of the people of 
the district, then embracivg four great counties, 


wes beld in the new town of Greenville in Novem-— 


ber, 1785, toadopt a constitution. The constitu- 
tion propored was then adopted and Greenville 
was made the capital of the new commonwealth. 
Some of the people wished the new state to be 
named “Frankland” or “free land,” but this Gal- 
liciem did not sit well upon the stomachs of a 
mejority of the convention and the name of 
“Franklin,” in honor of Benjamin Franklin, was 
adopted by a heavy majority. “Citizen Jobn Se- 
vier’ was elected governor and a full corps of ad: 
ministrative aud judicial officers was chosen and 
inducted into power. 

Upon the happening of these decisive acts upon 
the part of the people of Franklin, 

NORTH CAROLINA RENIGGED 
and repeaicd the act ceding that territory to con- 
gress befoie that body could accept the donation 
The state cf Franklin resisted the efforts of Norta 
Carolina to résume authority over its territory, 
and for more than two years there was 2 constant 
conflict of authority between the officials of the 
two governments. Theresult wasinevitable. The 
weaker was forced at last to succumb, and the 
“state of Franklin’ disappeared from 
among the commonwealths of the world. 
Ove! the lamertsbte, ard tet lucierous; Caneses 
of the demise of the new state—doubtiess the 
fatal complaint thgt enced its brief! career—was a 
novel system of counterfeiting that resulted in 
bapkrupting its public treasury. 
COUNTERFEIT COON SKINS. 

The selaries of the cflicers of the state were fixed 

as follows: Governor, £200 per annum; judges, 


£150 pcr annum; treesurer, £40 per annum, aud: 


it was specified that these sums were to be paid in 
the ‘‘cliculating medium” and in which ‘'me- 
dium” the taxes due the state were to be collect- 
ed. More properly speaking, the “circulating 
media’ of the state were announced officially to 
be:

There taxes were collected, where the people 
could be incuced to pay, by sub-cellectors of the 
treasury. The treasurer was a foreigner, who was 
not well pcsted in peltry, and it isa historical fact 
that anumber of his deputies, taking advantage 
of his ignorance, cut off the tails from the coon 
skins, cewed them on possum skins that had no 
Cflicial vaine, and passed the bogus peltry upon 
the tyeasureras genuine par value coon skins 
This gigantic fraud upon the exchequer paralyzed 
the finances of the new state and hastened its 
downfall, Governor Sevier bravely resisted the 
fates and appealed to old Ben Franklin, to Gover- 
nor Matthewr, of Georgia, and to the Governor of 
Virginia, tosid bim in his efforts to save his state 
but they could rot, or would not help him. The 
result was the failure of his scheme. He was in- 
dictec for treason, but was finally pardoned, A 
few yearslater the territoryin question became 
the state ci Tennessee and Sevier was elected its 
first governor, thus having enjoyed the rare dis- 
tinction of being the chief magistrate to the same 
people organized under two different state names. 

DANIEL BOONE’S MEMORIAL. 

It was over and around these ancient hills, too, 
that Deniel Boone hunted and pioneered before 
making his fifal seitiement in Kentucky. Along 
the banks of the pellucid and beautiful Wautauga 
he chased the noble buck and was occasionally 
(bared in his turn by the ignoble “‘bar.”’ But that 
Daniel was a mighty hunter in those days is now 
an established fact of cur national history, and 
there yetremains tbe record of his own hands 
thatthe ‘bar’ did not always find Daniela fit 
subject for ursine hilarity, In the valley of 
Boone’s creek, on the road from Jonesborough to 
Blountsville, near to the Wautauga river, 
etill stands a large beech tree, whose ageis past 
fncing out, buton whose ancient side is yet 
faintly visible this inscription, ‘made by Boone 
with his hunting hnife:

DAVY CROCKETT'S HOME,

The oid place is to be 
sold st sheriff's sale next month, and isa rare Op: 
portunity for some enterprising man or company 
to establish a valuable and popular sanitarium 
and summer resort. 

THE HOME OF ANDREW JOHNSON 
gives to Greeneville most of its latter day dis- 
tinction and hundreds of people visit the town 
annually, in passing, with no other purpose than 
to lcok upon the scenes of his early struggles, to 
see the old tailor shop, to view his grave and 
mobument,and to hear the interesting personal 


reminiscenses of him that are detailed by his old 
friends and neighbors. The old tailor shop, bear- 
ing a facsimile of the famous old sign (that is 
preserved at the home place), still stands on © 
its original site, beside the purling brook that 4 
flows from the big spring. During thecentennial _ 
exhibition in 1876 an earnest effort was made _ 
by some parties to secure the old shop and trans- 
port it to Philadelphia for exhibition. Later 
other speculative parties have sought to secure it 
for exhibition at Coney Island. Mrs. Patterson, 
the only survivor of the ex-president’s children, 
refuses emphatically all such overtures, and the 
old shop will hold its historie position until the 
elements and the remorseless tooth of time shall

An Intcresting Interview with Special Commissioner 

GE MoW birter ofthe North, Central and South 

American Bxposition, Who Details ths 
Magnitude of the Enterprise, Etc, 


A ConstituTIon reporter met Mr. Louis B. 
McWhirter, special commissioner for the 
southern states ofthe North, Central and 
South American exposition, to be opened 
November 10, and elicited the following facts 
in which our manufacturers particularly are 
interested. Mr. McWhirter is now in Atlanta 
for the purpose of getting the governor 


to appoint a state commissioner 
to whom the exposition management will pay 


$2,000 cash to assist in making a creditable 
exhibit of Georgia’s resources; he also hopes 
to induce the merchants and manufacturers of 
our city to make a collective exhibit. 

“What is the object of holding another ex- 


position in New Orleans this fall?’ the re- 
porter inquired. 

“The one last year, known as the cotton 
centennial, had no opportunity to make itself 
felt throughout the country,” Mr. 
McWhirter replied; “the buildings were not 
completed until the 15th ot February, and 
meny state and private exhibits consequently 
could not be arranged until after that time. 
The sesson wasan Usually bad one, andthe 
damsging reports growing out of the general 
delsy kept thousands of people away. 

This year everything is in readiness. The 
buildings. the largest in the world, are recoy- 
ered, the grounds ere completed, and a 
double-track steel railway is being rapidly 
built out Carondelet street, from Canal to the 
grounds. The leading object of the exposi- 
tion is to develop more intimate trade relations 
with Cen‘rel and South America and Mexico, 
and hence itis called the North, Central and 
South American exposition. We want to 
stimulate an exchange of our surplus manu- 
factures for their surplus raw materials. The 
imperative necessity for a movement of this 
pature bas been evidentto our large mere 
chants and manufactures for some time. They 
eee that as oureurplus can’t go to Asia or Eu. 
repe, they mustgo tothese southern coun- 
tries.”’ 

“What amount of goods do these countries 
import and where do they buy them?” 

They buy annually over $700,000,000 of 
goods, andof this amount ‘dnly $126,000,000 
comes from this country, while Europe fur- 
nishes the rest. The figures should be re- 
versed, and will, if we strive for the trade as 
we should. We can’t bope to secure this trade 
without drumming it. England, France, 
Germeny and Spain have been doing this tor 
a hundred years, and the result shows their 
succesg. The United States can no 
mere hope to sell these southern 
countries their supplies it we don’t 
edvertise our goods with them than Atlante 
could expect to control the trade Sof Acworth 
ifshe never drummed that trade and Cincin- 
nati, Nashville and Chattanooga did,”’ 

‘W bat assurance have you that these coun- 
tries willcome tothe New Orleans exposi- 
tion ?”” 

“They have all appointed commissioners 
ard collected fine displays of their 
rescurces, which are already coming 
into the exposition buildings, Mexi- 
co hes a megnificent exhibit already 
there. Honduras, the West Indies, Brazil, 
Gautemala, Costa Rica, Chili, Peru, the Ar 
gentine Republic and other governments will 
pointed able men to inyawfigate our manu- 
factured products, as shown at New Orleans, 
and determine whether they can afford to buy 
their gocds in future from us, or whether 
they will have to continue to go to Europe, 
which is four thousand miles further from 
them than we are. The South American 
commission did a great deal toward stirring 
those people up.” 

“Where does this exposition get the funds 
to conduct the affairs on #0 areal 4i scale?”’ 

“The railroads and steamship companies 
touching at New Orleans have furnished them, 


it the mansgement has bought the plant of the 
cotton centennial that cost over $2,000,090, the 
remainder they are using in advertising and 
paying expenses of commissioners who are 
now in every civilized nation soliciting ex- 
hibits. The father ofthe enterprise may be 
said to be the Illinois Central road, which is 
by far the richest corporation of its kind in 
the country, having made last year over $6,- 
800,000 net profit. Mr.5. B. McConnice, the 
ehrewdest businetrs man in Louisiana, and 
general manager ef this road is our 
president, so you can understand 
on what a solid basis we are.” 

‘What assurance have you thet the states 
and foreign nations will exhibit?” 

‘(We already have twenty of the best state 
exhibits that were there last year, and know 
of a dczen more that are fast getting ready to 
come. England has asked for more space 
then the management care to give 
her, and the other —— foreign nations 
have secured space andare sending their 
exhibits in already. Over 40 per cent of the 
space atsigned to individual exhibits is taken, 
ard the northern manufacturers are coming in 
daily.”’ 

“What amount do you giveto each state 
making an exhibit?’ 

“We give$2,000 toevery state that will 
make an exhibit, and this 
amount ie payable to the commissioner _- 
pointed by the respective governors of the 
states. I bed a conversation with Governor 
McDaniel today, who will appoint a commis- 
sioner to work up Georgia’s interest in a day 
or two. The commissioner of agriculture has 
a good exhibit in his department, which with 
what can be bought with the $2,000 we denate 
will make a creditable display for this state.”

Shall we = one at the expense of the other? 

Shall we 
heed the teachings of man’s greatest 
friend, the God-man, and seek our soul’s 
eternal welfare or, led on by the infatuations 
of this world, its triumphs, its ambitions, its 
princely estates and its temporal pleasures, 
thal] we neglect the teachings of our master, 
expressed with euch sententious force in our 
text; and for a brief season of worldly pleas- 
ure, giveup a life of eternal joy hereafter, 
with Christ and His saved... Some idea of the 
soul’s worth may be conceived when we re- 
flect, that its salvation concerned the Father 
from the beginning ot time; before man trod 
the earth, iis Lord and Master before the stars 
gemned the heavens,betore the moon with her 
gentle light paled the deep darkness of night, 
and before the sun bathed the earth with his 
warm, life giving rays, the Father and the Son 
covenanted for the soul’s redemption.

Dr. Kendall’s subject was, ‘The Scripture 
Teaching of an Over-ruling Providence.’ His 
tixt was taken after reading the cxxxix 
Psalm, and brief comments from Luke, xii, 6- 
i. “Are not five sparrows sold for two farth- 
ings, and not one of them is forgotten before 
God? But even the very hairs of your head 
are all numbered. Fear not, therefore, ye are 
of more value than many sparrows.”’ 

The doctor began by saving that the wise 
and timely editorials of Tur Constirurioy, 
ae the providences of God and 
suggested by a recent suicide, had impresse1 
him that it was an opportune time for preach- 
ing a8 beet he could upon the all-absorbing 
theme of providence. Many passages of 
ecripture equal to those read es a text mizht 
bave been eelected for a sermon upon this 
sutject. He preferred this because in taking 
up the sparrow, Christ went to the bold ex- 
treme of declaring a providence over the 
minutest things of life. The eastern sparrow 


Daddag ede hr and worthless, In select- 
ing it ie mation our Savior meant more 
than we an ceasily imaginé. ‘ 

But without further preface he wouTtimas “= 
this proposition: That if there be a God, tht 
must be an overruling providence. Nonation 
that acknowledged the oné had ever denied 
theotber. Epicurus and his followers were 
the only school of Paes hers who ever ' for 
a moment disputed the Providence of God. 
Scriptures taught that He who made all things 
vasengaged constantly in preserving and 
govern’ng. “‘By him all things consists,” 
“He upholdeth all things by the 
hand of His power.’’ The world eould no 
more be governed by chance than created by 
chance. Not only does God govern and con- 
tro], but he is concerned most tenderly in the 
interests of men. “In Him we live and move 
and have our being, for we are his offspring.” 
In Job the ostrich is describéd as being devoid 
of all wiedom becaute she lays her eggs in the 
sand and deserts them. Godis not without 
wisdom, neither will He ever leave or*forsake 
the work of His hands 

2. Letus notice God’s special governing 
providence. 

Most people admit that He rules in a gen- 
eral way, but when we come down to the de- 
tails of life, God is excluded from so many 
every day events, or at most looks o2 and 
merely suffers it to be so, that really in the 
hearts of the multitudethere is no realizing 
sense of a particular providence. 

He rules not only on causes but events. 
Over all natural causes in earth, sea or air, it 
bas been written that “Fire and hail, snow 
and vapor and stormy winds fulfill His 
word.” He asks Job: “Canst thou 
find the sweet influences of the Pleades.” 
While as a rule He governs the universe 
through natural laws, showing his system and 
wisdom, yét He turns aside from them when it 
pleases bim. Hequenched the fire for the 
three Hebrew mothers, He made the prophets 
axeswimin water. He opened the sea and 
shockthe heavens every morning for fort 
yeers to supply a million of people with bread. 

3. He rules over accidental causes. Hu- 
man aflairs sre controlled largely by 
what we call accident or chance. 
In thfs realm God rules supreme. What more 
uncertain than the casting of lots yet it is writ- 
ten “the lot is cast into the cap, but the dis- 
posal thereot is of the Lord.” And again, “the 
race is not to the swift nor the baitie to the 
strorg.”’ Wehave only to review the won- 
deriu) history of Joseph to see that provi- 
derce rules over all accidents and chances. 
Joeeph was to goto Egypt to provide a place 
for Gcd’s chosen people, and every step to- 
wards it eeeme to be accidental—ao with Mo- 
ses the deliverer—and with Esther and 
Mordecai. The king’s restlessnes*, only a little 
nervous epell made him call for the Chronicles, 
that be might be read tosleep perhaps. Thro’ 
this chance God saved Mordecai from Uaman’s 
gallows. Allthis is done consistently with 
man’s free moral agency. This is the glory 
of providence. Man, in his private, personal 
relation to God, is held accountable fur obedi- 
ence, and every help is granted him for being 
faithful. But man’s relative acts go into the 
hands of providence and the good or evil that 
he would do is governed by providence. Bs. 
ceuse God uses men too as his agents to cor- 
rect men, to reward and punish in this life, 
we often forget his hand—when Shimie cursed 
the retreating king, David said to his men, 
Jet him alone itis ofthe Lord. When Eli's 
sons were slain, before he fell back in death, 
he declared “it is the Lord.” Jobsaid: “The 
Lord gave, the Lord hath taken away.’’ 

God controls the minds and passions of 
men; asin thecaseof Jacob and Esau and 
Laban and Jacob. Sothat the Christian may 
well sey, “no weapon tound egainst thee shall 
prosper.” It can go no furtherthan God or- 
ders for his good. 

World ebjects to particular providence on 
varicus grounds, There is so much suffering, 
somany poor, such unequal distribution of 
rewards and punishments, We must remem. 
ber several truths in this connection. God is 
governing a fellen race. We do not know our 
own hearts. His government dtes not end 
this Ite. The rich are commanded | 
under heaviest penalties te 
alleviate the sufferings of 
the poor—especially those who would help 
themselves it they were able. 

One great reason of 'mistrusting providencs 
and despondency,and sometimes ending ones, 
own hfein despair, is that people havean 
idealin mind of what God ought to be, and 
what He ought to do that is foreign to His 
providenee and His ter.
